A doting Negro nurse was wont 
to say, “‘She is just a little lady- 
bird, that’s what.’ Equally dot- 
ing parents and friends called the 
pretty child ‘“‘Ladybird.”’

The dog also is so 
designated. He is ‘Little Beagle’ 
Johnson.

A law similar to one used by 
Gov. Leroy Collins of Florida to 
close the Tallahassee bus system 
will be drafted for Georgia, Atty. 
Gen. Eugene Cook said Wednes- 
day. 

Cook said he had talked with 
Florida Atty. Gen. Richard Ervin 
by telephone Wednesday morning 
and was promised a copy of the 
Florida statute. 

The proposed Georgia law will 
be drafted in time for the coming 
General Assembly session, Cook 
said. 

The attorney general said he 
will submit the bill to Gov. Griffin 
for final approval.

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Senate Rules Fight 
To Open Congress 


A bid by an East-West coalition of 
Democrats and Republicans to modify 


Senate Rule 22, which permits unlimited - 


debate or filibuster, is expected to en- 
liven the first session of the 85th Con- 
gress today. 

It is not given even a remote chance 
of success. . 

Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, is 
heading the Senate group which wishes 
to retain the right of filibuster. It is 
anticipated they may offer a resolution 
to table the proposal and thus bring on 
an immediate test. They have the votes 
to carry such a motion. 

Vice President Nixon could upset them 
by ruling the Senate is not, as a majority 
claims. a continuing body. But Sen. Rus- 
sell is known to believe there are enough 
votes to override the chair should such a 
ruling, not anticipated, be made. 

The odds seem heavily in favor of a 
parliamentary declaration by the vice 
president that the Senate is, as claimed, 
a continuing body, since only one third 
of its members are up for election in any 
one year. 

The issue, of course, is civil rights. 
Southerners have been able to bar consid- 
eration of civil rights legislation by their 
hold on committees. When such bills have 
reached the Senate floor, filibusters have 
driven them off. 

This year, the President has again put 
his civil rights measures in the fore of 
his domestic proposals. The same pro- 
posals last year passed the House but were 
held in committee in the Senate. The 
feeling in Washington is that by late 
spring the President will be able to ob- 
tain some sort of civil rights legislation. 

A number of senators reportedly have 
notified the strategists in charge of re- 
taining rule 22 they will vote for reten- 
tion of the rule but later will support 
“reasonable” civil rights legislation such 
as the President proposes. The President 
significantly has kept himself clear of the 
controversy over the filibuster issue.. 

The school aid bill, highway construc- 
tion and other important domestic legis- 
lation will come before this session of the 
Congress. 

On the international front, the Presi- 
dent has called for the right to use troops 
at his discretion. He has the right any- 
how but he wishes congressional sanc- 
tion. This is a wise precaution. He will be 
given such approval, though some mem- 
bers will vote with reluctance and some 
of the GOP dichards and anti-Eisenhower 
senators will oppose. 

The Middle Eastern crisis is yet grave 
and the Russian line seems again to be 
shifting to a renewal of the cold war. The 
Congress will not dare refuse the Presi- 
dent all necessary powers to deal with 
emergencies.

Merit, Potential of Port 
Should Determine Funds 


Reports from coastal Georgia indicate 
Savannah and Brunswick are working 
harmoniously toward obtaining additional 
funds for port developments at each city. 

The lineup calls for a request for the 
State Ports Authority to support a legisla- 
tive request for three million dollars for 
Brunswick port development and six mil- 
lion dollars for Savannah’s port. Also in- 
volved is a Brunswick pledge to turn over 
a dock site and certain shipyard facilities 
to the State Ports Authority. 

Development of ports at both cities is 
important to Georgia’s efforts to compete 
with others on the Atlantic Coast. In the 
request for funds, each Georgia port city— 
whether on the coast or one of the new 
inland sites—should be judged on its 
merits and potential. Any tinges of per- 
sonal greed and partisan politics should 
be eliminated.

A contest without gimmicks but load- 
ed with far-reaching impact is being 
launched in Georgia. 

It will 
not be of the $64,000 variety but it will 
represent the recognition of winners whose 
contributions to the future far outweigh 
any monetary reward. 

The project is selection of the 1957 
Teacher of the Year in Georgia. More 
than three-fourths of Georgia’s 201 school 
systems .already have submitted partici- 
pation blanks. Saturday is the deadline 
for entering. 

Outstanding teachers will be recog- 
nized at the local, district and statewide 
levels. 

The Atlanta Constitution commends 
the participants in the project and con- 
gratulates the Georgia State Chamber of 
Commerce for continuing to sponsor it. 
It is significant to note that a banker, 
_ Edward D. Smith, serves as chairman of 
the Chamber’s education committee and is 


in charge of the Teacher of the Year pro- 
gram. 

Business men need to give increasing 
support to the state’s efforts to find and 
keep first-class teachers for Georgia 
children. Business and the over-all econ- 
omy of Georgia will be the long-range 
benefactors.

Never Should Reappear 


As he _ promised, Fulton County 
Sheriff T. Ralph Grimes has erased the 
old special deputy list and will replace 
i with a new one containing only “‘quali- 
fied” men. 

The sheriff also announced there will 
be no more “honorary deputies.” Every 
man getting a card must be bonded by 
a recognized surety company and be quali- 
fied to serve as a deputy by reason of 
employment and the like. Those who have 
questionable records also will be purged. 

The action should clear up an unsavory 
situation that had developed through the 
years. That there were special deputies 
with records which should have disquali- 
fied them is an established fact. 

Special deputies seem to be a neces- 
Sary auxiliary in law enforcement. But 
the list should never have become a po- 
litical device by which a sheriff could 
name hundreds of “honorary” deputies 
and build a political machine. 

The sheriff should keep the number 
of deputies as small as possible and within 
the bounds of need. And their names 
should be made public. The community 
will not tolerate a secret list of officials 
empowered to make arrests.

Why Do Negroes 
Want Integration? 


The past two days I have listed reasons why 
some white people insist on segregation. From 
my mail and observation I find there are some | ) 
Negroes who insist on integration. Why do they want integration? 


I am sure I do not have the full answer and perhaps some of my 


readers will give me further light. But it seems to me they want 


integration because: 

(1) They resent the restrictions 
that 
them. A Negro bishop illustrated 
it thusly: A baby will sit on your 
lap happily. But if you place your 
hand on its head and hold it firm- 
ly, the baby immediately will be- 
gin to struggle to get free. It 
isn’t that the baby expects to go 
anywhere; it just doesn’t want to 
be held down. 

Negroes have written me they 
prefer to live-in Negro commu- 
nities but do not like to be told 
they cannot live elsewhere if 
they so desired; that they prefer 
their own churches and schools 
but do not like to be barred from 
other churches and schools mere- 
ly because of their race; that they 
prefer their own social functions 
but do not want to be told they 
are not welcome in any society. 
If given the freedom of choice 
they would still choose their own 
people, but they do want the free- 
dom to choose. ~ 

(2) Some Negroes want inte- 
gration because they have not 
fared too well under segregation. 
They feel that jobs should be 
filled on a basis of ability, train- 
ing, willingness to work, etc., and 
not on a basis of race. That 
‘‘separate but equal facilities’ is 
more talk than truth and that 
their educational, economic and 
cultural opportunities are grossly 
unequal. They do not think it 
right for one of their children to

But whatever the reasons for 
and/or against either segregation 
or integration, we will never solve 
this—the greatest social problem 
of our time—except in an atmos- 
phere of good will, calm reason- 
ing, a willingness on the part of 
each race to understand and sym- 
pathize with the other, and above 
all, without the grace of God in 
our hearts. '

WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administra-, 
tion has decided to act boldly and decisively to 
secure the peace in the Middle East. The sub- 


stance of this policy, it can be said authoritatively, already has 
approved by the National Security Council and accepted by the Presi- 
dent. Only the method of coordinating it with Congress remains to 


be settled. 
The intention is: 


That the American government 
will offer to defend against Com- 
munist military aggression every 
nation in the Middle East which 
wishes so to be defended. 

That this momentous new com- 
mitment by the United States shall 
be concurred in by Congress. ; 

That Congress shall be asked to 
give its express authority to the 
President to use American forces 
to carry out this commitment if 
the necessity arises. 


If this new policy is to be effec- 
tive, it must have the support of 
Congress, and if it is to have stead- 
fast congressional backing it must 
have the understanding and sup- 
port of the country. The following 
is intended to be a beginning ap- 
praisal of the causes, purposes and 
consequences of the new policy: 

Question: Why did the President 
propose this commitment now? 

Answer: Because the last stabi- 
lizing influence of Britain and 
France in the Middle East has 
been blunted by their military ac- 
tion against Egypt. This has creat- 
ed a political and military vacuum 
in the Middle East which the 
Kremlin: has been showing every 
evidence it would like to fill.

Question: Are we risking war by 
making this commitment? 

Answer: Yes. We certainly are 
risking war if we are not bluffing.

Eisenhower, Dulles and others hold 
that it is more dangerous to fail to 
issue it.

But he 
voiced fear that President Eisen- 
hower would veto such a bill, 
just as he did at the last session.

“The charges were maliciously made with deliberate in- 
tention to discredit the college of physical education and 
athletics at the university,’’ the committee said. 

A spokesman said Dr. Walker ‘‘is withholding the man’s 
name because he does not want to risk any further injury to 
the writer of the letters and cards.”’

Gen. Bob Neyland sent Tennes-| 
see’s first Sugar Bow] edition into | 
combat against Boston College in | 
1941 and finished on the short end 
of a 19-13 count. | 

Barnhill then became a man of | 
distinction, directing the Vols to| 
the victory over Tulsa here in °43 | 
while Gen. Neyland was in the 
Army. 

Neyland came back from the 
wars and back to the Sugar 
Bowl in 1953, but Maryland 
whaled the favored Vols, 28-13. 

Ironically, it was a fumble by 
All-America tailback Hank Lauri- 
cella on the opening kickoff which 
put the Vols in a hole for keeps 
in °53, and a fumble by All-Amer- 
ica tailback Johnny Majors on the 
final punt Tuesday which enabled 
Baylor to take it all. 

Lauricella had his worst day 
against the Terps, and Majors 
spent perhaps his most embarrass- 
ing afternoon New Year’s. You 
wondered what Lauricella, a New 
Orleans businessman now, was 
telling Majors as they stood out- 
side the Vol dressing room after 
the game. 

Though Tennessee did not de- 
serve the victory on the basis of 
its performance, the Vols were 
nursing a 7-6 lead in the fourth 
quarter when Majors attempted 
to field a punt bouncing toward 
the end zone. He bobbled the ball 
on the six. Baylor recovered on 
the 15 and promptly scored the 
winning touchdown. If it hadn't 
been for Majors, however, Ten- 
nessee wouldn’t have been in the 
bowl, so no one blamed Johnny 
too much for his mistake.
